Unlike most steam­ 
ers, the bk' liner has been shaken to­ 
gether on the first trip and is making 
the lest time ever made on a west 
bound Journey across 
the Atlantic 
For the twenty-four hours ending at 
noon Wednesday the run of the ship 
was 07<> knots, 
an average 
of 23% 
knots 
an hour, 
and with 
beautiful 
weather 
forecasted, 
there la 
little 
doubt that the ship will reach Sandy 
Hook lightship under five clava for 
the trip. 
The present record of speed across 
the Atlantic, westward, is held by the 
Deutschland of the Hamburg-Amerl- 
can line, and is 5 days, ll hours and 
54 minutes, hut because of the fact 
that the 
route covered 
by German 
ships is 
236 miles longer 
than the 
route from Queenstown, the Lusitania 
must beat the Deutschland’s record by 
at least ll hours in actual time. 
If 
the Lusitania keeps 
up her present 
speed her time from Queenstown will 
beat that 
of the Deutschland 
from 
Cherbourg by 14 hours 
and 19 min­ 
utes, giving her the record by more 
than three hours. 


L u c a m a Badly Eeaten. 
The Cunard liner Lucama, the hold­ 
er of the line’s record 
for the trip. 
which left Queenstown shortly before' 
(he Lusitania, reported by wireless off 
Cape Race at 3 o’clock Wednesday at­ 
te’noon. 
At the present rate of speed 
maintained 
by the 
two 
ships, the 
Lusitania should arrive at least twen­ 
ty hours ahead of the Lucania. 
When the Marconi wireless station 
at Sable Island came Into communica­ 
tion with the Lusitania at 11:20 p. rn. 
Eastern time, 
the steamer 
was 150 
miles east. 
All were well on board 
and the vessel was 
rushing at high 
speed on her record-breaking passage 
to New* York. 
An unofficial press report from the 
wireless 
telegraph station 
at Sable 
Island received here stated that the 
Lusitania was 150 miles east of that 
point at 11:20 o’clock. Eastern time, 
Wednesday 
night 
Apparently 
the 
speed of the ship has been materially 
lessened. 
Lieutenant Colonel William L. Mar­ 
shal, the army engineer In charge of 
the Ambrose channel, says that the 
channel will be ready Friday morning 
and the Lusitania will come In through 
this channel. 
After that the channel 
will be formally declared open for ves­ 
sels not drawing less than 29 feet and 
having a length of at least 600 feet.

thousand veterans braved a driving 
storm to march again beneath their 
battleflags. 
Unmindful of tho stress 
of storm, as in the days of ’61 when 
youth and vigor and love *of the flag 
knew no physical bounds, those that 
were left 
passed in review 
over a 
measured mile through village streets 
—a distance suited to their gathering 
years. 
Thousands of spectators with 
heads uncovered watched the falter­ 
ing lines. 
The rain fell with steadily 
increasing 
volume 
as 
the 
march 
progressed, but through the drenching 
torrents the old men kept on. 
For an 
hour or more the veterans walked be­ 
tween lines of cheering people, keep­ 
ing step to the bands which played 
"How Dry I Am,” and "Wait Till the 
Sun Shines, Nellie.”

There Are a Dozen Different Kinds of 
the Borers. 
“ One of the queerest superstitions,” 
say s a secondhand book dealer in tills 
city,” is tile idea that the bookworm 
commits 
immense 
rav ages 
among 
printed volumes and yet has never 
been seen. 
People think It bores holes 
through ]>ooks and eats out large cavi­ 
ties in the middle of a volume, then 
disappears, and the superstition even 
goes go far as to assort that tho book­ 
worm will cat a boh* that would hold 
a marble right in the middle of a 
book, then vanish without leaving any 
exit. 
“The plain truth is that alm ost any 
borers that infest wood will boro holes 
through hooks and also that cockroach­ 
es do about as much harm to books 
as any other insects. 
There are a doz­ 
en different kinds of borers that (lo 
mort? or less dam age to books, and 
the reason why the insects are not 
more frequently caught is that they do 
their work and generally 
leave the 
book to enter the chrysalis state in oth­ 
er quarters. None of the boring worms 
arc large, and even when a borer is 
actually at work the sudden opening j 
of tho Ikook allows the insect to drop | 
out unobserved. 
“ American made books, however, are 
very little troubled by borers. 
There 
are so many different kinds of chem­ 
icals used in the covers, bindings, pa­ 
per and paste that boring insects gen­ 
erally got very sick at the stomach j 
before they have made their way far 
Into an American book. 
In southern • 
Europe, however, great dam age is of­ 
ten done to libraries not only by bor­ 
ers, but also by ants, which eat their 
way into the heart of a book and leave 
galleries and chambers easily mistak­ 
en for the work of the borers.” —St. !

Nonunion Carmen Shot by Of­ 
ficers in San Francisco. 


FIRED UPON THE POLICEMEN 


8 t n k e - B r e a k e r s Did No t Heed W arn- 


m g and Began a Battle T h at R e su lt­ 


ed D isastro usly for T h e m — A ll the 


W ounded M en W ere Armed. 


San Francisco, Sept. 12.—As the re­ 
sult of an attack made on nonunion 
carmen 
by a crowd of strike sym- 
nathizors five men were Injured and 
are now In St. Luke’s hospital. 
The 
Injured are: 
Morris Rosenborg, non­ 
union 
conductor, 
bullet 
wound 
In 
chest; Roy Perkins, conductor, flesh 
wound In chest; J. J. Cotter, motor­ 
man, bullet wound In arm; Harry Co­ 
ilers, conductor, bullet wound In log; 
Frank Smith, conductor, bullet wound 
In arm. 
The trouble occurred when a wreck­ 
ing car of the United Railroads, on 
which were about fifteen mon, was ap­ 
proaching the car barns at the corner 
of Utah and Twenty-fourth streets. 
As the car was passing a tent occu­ 
pied l>y union pickets stones w ere 
thrown at it and shots were fired by 
some of tho carmen, but none was hit. 
Tile car continued on its way to 
the barns, where a crowd had assem ­ 
bled. 
Some of the men alighted and 
the trouble began. 
Policemen Wade, 
Miller and Bigelow appeared on the 
scene and ordered the men not to 
shoot. 
It Is said that this command 
was disregarded, whereupon the po­ 
lice used their revolvers, five of the 
camion being wounded. 
The police report to Captain of De­ 
tectives Colby casts all the blame on 
the nonunion carmen. 
In substance it 
is as follows: 


Sho t at the P i c k e t s ’ Tent. 
At 11:15 o ’clock at night a work car 
with all the lights extinguished and 
carrying 
twenty-five 
strikebreakers 
left the car barns 
at Twenty-fourth 
and Utah streets and ran down Twen­ 
ty-fourth street 
to a switch-back at 
Bryant 
street. 
When passing 
the 
tent of the union pickets at Twenty- 
fourth and Potrero 
streets the non­ 
union men opened fire, directing vol- 
ley s at the tent. 
In switching back 
thr car at Bryant street, half a dozen 
of th- men were inadvertently left be­ 
hind and the work car started at high 
speed on its return to the barn. 
Po­ 
lice Officers Miller’ and Bigelow*, at­ 
tracted by the shooting, were joined 
by Officer Wade, who had been sta­ 
tioned at the barn. 
The three police­ 
men encountered at a point about IOO 
feet from the barn tho carmen who 
were returning afoot. 
“We were 
in full 
uniform,” says 
Officer Wade, “and not more than 150 
feet from the 
strike-breakers when 
we called to them to halt and not to 
shoot—that we w’ere officers. 
Instead 
of obeying the men faced about at us 
and tho whole bunch of them opened 
fire with revolvers. 
About fifty shots 
were fired at us, but none of us was 
hit. 
We returned the fire promptly 
and got five of them. 
All of the five 
wounded men had pistols when we 
arrested them.”
